LIBRARY COMMITTEE. 

While the year just past has not been fruitful in striking events, 
yet to those who have watched the progress of the library and its 
growing influence in the community, it has been one of unusual 
interest. 

Even before the close of last year, the intelligent and syste- 
matic labors of the librarian had become manifest, not only in 
the routine of the executive work, but in the effective methods to 
bring the library and what it contains within easier reach of the 
public. The enthusiasm with which he entered on his career 
has in no degree abated. The changes which he has instituted 
have met the approbation of the committee, as well as the appre- 
ciation of the public. What has been done in this line has been 
on the plane of advanced library work, the result of the thought 
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ami experience of those who have made this avocation the ear- 
nest study of their lives. In the daily administration of his office, 
he has shown judicial firmness, coupled with civility and acces- 
sibility, qualities so essential for success in such a position. 

The unusual and sustained popularity of certain works of fic- 
tion, has been one of the marked features of the year. Not great 
books in any sense, but full of human interest, they are essen- 
tially clean nad wholesome. Duplicate copies wens provided a* 
•ooa as the populai demand was evinced, but even ROW, months 
after their appearance, they ate sough) i.>i u it h unabated avidity. 

This may be regarded as a healthy sign, indicating the passing 
of the erotic novel, showing in a sense that the desire prompted 
In curiosity and novelty has been succeeded by a pa 1 1 ly and dis- 
gust, with a desire for better things. 

The increased circulation of nearly 4,000 ovei last year is a 
tact eloquent in itself. The report of the Massachusetts Library 
C oc a mi ss h m enables us to make a comparison in this respect 
with other towns. While the average number of books taken 
bv each individual is greatei than ours in certain places, and in 
isolated communities where the population is homogeneous, yet 
compared m ith towns whtra the conditions are similar, Peabody 
stands well on the list. 

Massachusetts has always stood foremost for education. Iler 
people have ever been tead\ to make samiliccs fa that cause. 

The aggregate population of the little communities throughout 
the state who ate not today alloying the privileges of free public 
libraries, is less than the population of tins town; thanks to the 
bounty of the Commonwealth. 

TheFree Library Commission, mealed by an act of the legis- 
lature of 1S90, has done a benefi c e nt work in placing good liter- 
ature within the reach of the dwellers of the lull towms and out- 
ot-the-wav hamlets where the fat rate is Hkely te grow and the 
population decrease even year. I'h, generosity at private indi- 
viduals has founded and endowed public libraries ia many cities 
and towns throughout the state. The merchant who has made 
his fortune by years of assiduous labor in the city's mart, remem- 
bers his boyhood's home by a gift of money for a memorial 
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library. But we who have enjoyed such privileges for nearly 
half a century, should not forget to whom we are indebted. 
George Peabody blazed the way for the benefactors who have 
come later. “ Education, a debt due from present to future 
generations,” was the sentiment contained in the letter, read at 
the Centennial Celebration in 1852, when Mr. Peabody announced 
his first gift to his native town. Is it not safe to assume that his 
example has had its influence in opening the hearts and the purses 
of those who have been doing the good work since that day? 
There may be those, generous enough and rich enough to do for 
us what Mr. Peabody did, but if so, their existence remains un- 
known. The Peabody Institute, created by the munificence of 
him, who, though in a foreign land, never forgot his birthplace, 
occupies a unique and distinctive position among the institutions 
of the land. 

It is well to remember that there is a compulsory element 
contained in the act establishing free libraries in towns through- 
out the State, and long before this time our town would have 
provided a suitable building for such a purpose, with the requi- 
site amount of money to furnish and equip the same. With 
these conditions in mind, does it seem the part of wisdom or 
justice to levy a tax on an institution, whose work and influence 
is on the side of education and civilization and whose benefits are 
conferred on all without money or without price. 

The Library department is more than any other affected by a 
decreased appropriation, whether arising from a lessening in- 
come, or any other cause, and for that reason, with the hope that 
it may not be out of place, this committee calls attention to a 
matter that may not be generally understood by the public at large 
throughout the town. 

The practice of bequeathing legacies to colleges and other 
educational establishments is a common and commendable one, 
but no donations of money, books or collections of value have 
come to the Peabody Institute, outside of those received from the 
original giver, and while they exact compensation for benefits 
rendered, ours are given free as the air of heaven without exac- 
tions or special requirements. 
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RKPOTITS OF COMMITTERS. 


It is the earnest wish of everyone connected with the Institute 
to increase its influence and strengthen its power for good. As 
time has gone hv, changing conditions have brought new respon- 
sibilities with new opportunities, demanding higher efforts to 
achieve success.

LYCEUM COMMITTEE. 

TO THE LYCEUM AND LIBRARY COMMITTEE: 

The Lyceum Committee respectfully submit the following re- 
port of the forty-sixth course of lectures. 

The work of the Lyceum Committee increases as the appro- 
priation decreases, owing to the difficulty of finding suitable men 
who are willing to come to lectin e tf a i educed jfo*. The only 
solution in the future will be to cut down the number of lectures. 

The question has been raised as to the benefit of platform 
speaking at the present day ; some saying that the magazines have 
taken its place. That may be true to a certain extent for some 
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people, but judging by the audiences which are attracted to the 
lectures of this course, taking the lectures of the present year as 
an example, there would seem to be no decline in the lyceum. 

Of the lectures given so far this season, not one of which was 
sensational and only one illustrated, there was an average atten- 
dance of at least five hundred, or at each lecture as many people 
as there are book takers from the library in a year. 

There is a charm in the spoken word which comes from th e 
personal magnetism of the speaker that is entirely lacking when 
the same words are printed, and by which means many impres- 
sions are made and many truths taught. For this reason we 
would ask for succeeding committees as large an appropriation 
as possible, so that the work of education along this line may not 
be crippled. 

And we would further suggest that the treasurer be instructed 
to keep a separate account with the Lyceum Committee and any 
balance remaining at the close of the lecture season be carried 
forward to the credit of the department and payable to the suc- 
ceeding Lyceum Committee. 

In regard to the present course, a list of which is given below, 
the committee was itself surprised to be able to arrange so long a 
course with the money allotted for the purpose, three-fifths as 
much as committees have had for the past ten years. 

The two lectures by Mr. Elson for practically the price of one 
came about by Mr. Elson dot being able to give the lecture first 
announced on account of a severe cold which affected his singing 
voice, and rather than disappoint either the committee or the 
audience he returned later. 

One of the lecturers was engaged in response to a written re- 
quest from some townspeople and we are sure that any committee 
woutd be glad to hear of any preference in regard to speakers, 
and to be governed by them so for as practical.

REPORT OF THE EBEN DALE SUTTON REF- 
ERENCE LIBRARY. 

To THE LYCEUM AND I.IIIRARY COMMITTEE : 

The Ebcn Dale Sutton Reference Library Committee respect- 
fully submit their report for the year ending Feb. 1, iyoo. 

It is a matter ..f regret to the committee in dun of this li- 
brary that there are not more consultations. Last year there were 
1,036 consul t.i t ions, the highest record in the history of the library ; 
the nearest to it being <>S.| in 1S71. In every case recorded where 
the consultations have crept to near a thousaoda year, the next 
jear lias seen a reaction, so the committee was not greatly disap- 
pointed to find the number Tall some behind tin- banner mark this 
year. Then there would seem to be a natural cause for the fall- 
ing oil this year in that the autumn months were so warm and 
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pleasant that people spent most of their leisure out of doors in- 
stead of in the usual indoor pursuits of the season, and thus the 
library lost many of its readers. 

It has been thought that the library might be more useful if it 
could be opened more evenings, and the committee has under 
consideration a plan for making the open hours of the library 
correspond with those of the library down stairs. 

Early in the year it was found necessary to replace the badly 
worn carpet in the rear of book-cases and a linoleum carpet was 
laid as being more durable and less likely to collect dust. 

About the usual number of books were purchased as will be 
shown by the table in the librarian’s report, among the most not- 
able being “ Photographs of Colonial Silverware,” “Salon 1890- 
91,” “Life and Letters of Sir John Millais,” “Flora of the Alps,” 
“Ferns of Great Britain and Ireland,” “History of Hampton 
Court Palace,” Sloane’s “History of Napoleon Bonaparte.” 

Of the serial books to which the library is a subscriber the 
“Dictionary of National Biography” has reached the sixty-first 
volume and only requires one more to complete the set ; and the 
“Jesuit Relations and Allied Documents,” the sixtieth volume, 
and the publishers now say it will be complete in seventy-three 
volumes. 

I he binding is a matter that requires more attention every year 
as the library increases in age and the cost of rebindi ng large 
and heavy books is naturally quite expensive, but the committee 
feel that shabby books are decidely out of place in such a beau- 
tiful room and that the money could not: be used to better advan- 
tage than by keeping what books we have in good condition. 

I he committee is indebted to the librarian for the conscientious 
manner in which she has cared for the library even to the slight- 
est details.

Librarian’s Report. 


To T11K LYCEUM ANl> LIBRARY COMMITTEE I 

The report of the librarian for the year ending January 31, 
1900, is respectfully submitted. 

Early in tin.* yeti the work of rearranging the cards and in- 
serting guide cards in the card catalog case was completed, and 

borrowers art now permitted touee thia catalog. Many of the 
cards, written years ago, are badly faded, and the variations in 
their site interfere materially with tbeii rapid handling* It has, 
therefore, been thought beet to begin the work of reuniting all 
the earda upon the ty p e w r it er, to conform t<> tbote now being in- 
serted. Some eight thousand of the cards have been re-written 
during the year, and it is proposed to continue the work as fast 
as possible* It is hoped end expected that with the public allowed 
free access to the card catalog. In connection with the free dis- 
tribution of our semi-annual Bulletin of Accessions, the catalog 
question will not be troublesome for some time to come. 

The library has this year joined the library Art Club, a branch

The exhibitions have been visited by a goodly'number of our 
people, and it is believed that they have been appreciated. 

During the summer, the Building Committee of the Trustees 
had two of the high alcoves on the southerly side of the Library 
room cut down to conform to the eight-shelf alcove built last 
year: this brought the books in these alcoves within reach with- 
out the use of step-ladders, and allowed the space heretofore 
necessary for the ladders to be utilized for the building of a new 
eight-shelf alcove between the two cut down. There has thus 
been an actual gain of shelf room in the same space and a saving 
of time to the assistants in getting any desired book, to say noth- 
ing of the benefits to the books themselves by lowering them 
from the excessive heat at the top of the room. 

Among the progressive libraries of our own and other states 
it has become common to establish Delivery Stations in the out- 
lying districts remote from the main library ; our sister library in 
Danvers has established four of these stations in various parts of 
the town, to which books are sent once each week, and others 
previously sent out are brought back. It would seem that such a 
station established by this library at some point in West Peabody 
would be appreciated by the people of that "section, most of 
whom are now practically denied the enjoyment of its privileges 
by reason of distance and the time necessary to reach the library. 
Several of the leading citizens of that section have strongly ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of a trial of the plan, which could 
undoubtedly be made at a trifling expense, practically all of it 
being made up of the cost of transporting the books back and 
forth. 
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LIRR ART AN*S RKPORT. 


The circulation for the year shows an increase of eleven per 
cent, over that of the previous year. 

Our file of McClure’s Magazine has been completed by the 
purchase of the first seven volumes, and the Review of Reviews 
has been added to the list of periodicals bound. 

In the Reference Depailment, Kind, WrN'.dlv & Co.’s 
Standard Atlas of 189S, International Year Rook for 1 S< >S f States- 
man’s Year Book for 1899 and W hitaker’s Almanac for 1900 have 
been added. 

Two of the oldest assistants have resigned during the year, 
their places being tilled, in .nvmd.iinv with CUStOfTif hy other 
pupils of the High School ; the duties of the assistants have been 
performed satisfactorily, and the work of our janitor, Mr. McKecn, 
leaves nothing to he desired and is heartily appreciated.
